Duni, May 81.—Doubters about the recov- 
ety of the Kaiser really took heart yesterday 
forthe first time. They not only saw him 
again in pretty sound looking flesh but found 
thatall arrangements have been definitely 
made for his departure on Friday by steamer 
to Potedam. The warm weather enticed to 
Charlottenberg thousands of persons who saw 
His Majesty step into his carriage and drive 
away amid the most enthusiastic cheering. 
He looked better than usual. 
Yesterday has also witnessed a won- 
derfal popular change toward the Kaiserin. 
She drove into town and inquired after the 
condition of the sufferers from Monday’s ac- 
cident, now in the hospital, and then visited 
sundry institutions of an educational and 
benevolent nature in various parts of the 
towa. It chanced that the Society for Chil- 
dren’s Summer Holiday, was holding a meet- 
ing in the street in the West End, where the 
inhabitants are packed together like herrings 
in a barrel, and where you knock against chiil- 
dren at every step.

The possible action of delegates 
at Ohicago under the influence of the 
letter was also a subject of considera- 
tion.

JOE MANLEY TALKS. 

Joseph H. Manley of Maine, who leads the 
delegation from that State to Chicago, said: 
Mr. Blaine, in his Florence letter, expressly 
gave the reasons why he should not permit 
his name to be presented as acandidate before 
the Republican National Convention. That 
letter, however, did not have the effect of 
abating the desire of the great mass of the 
Republican voters for his nomination. His 
recent Paris letter simply supplements his 
Florence letter. There has been no confer- 
ence of the Maine delegates since they 
were elected by their various conventions, 
and, therefore, I am unable to say what 
course it wili be deemed wisest to pursue after 
full consultation shall be had. It is safe to 


say, however, that the representatives of 
Maine will be animated by a desire to actin 
the most cordial harmony with the represent- 
atives of the great body of the friends of Mr. 
Blaine throughout the country, who have so 
generously united for years in their enthuel- 
astic dupport of Maine’s most distinguished 
citizen. I think great @eference should be 
paid to the opinions of the Republicans of the 
doubtful States, and that the present is pre- 
eminently a time when the office should seek 
the man and not the man the office.’’ 
CONGRESSMAN BOUTELLBE. 
Congressman Boutelle of Maine said: ‘‘ After 
a careful consideration of Mr. Blaine’s Paris 
letter and a full recognition of the writer’s 
purpose to eliminate himself from the Presi- 
dential canvass, I cannot see that it has prac- 
tically altered the situation as it existed since 
the publication of the Florence letter of Jan- 
uary 26. The letter expressed even more dis- 
tinetly than the recent one Mr. Blaine’s per- 
sonal desire to be entirely withdrawn from the 
field of choice. 80 far as Mr. Blaine 
could influence or control the matter 
of his relation to the presidential 
candidacy he did it by that letter. The con- 
tinued popular demonstration and election of 
delegates in his favor, in spite of that ex- 
pression of his personal wish for retirement, 
unmistakably indicated the profound convic- 
tion among the masses of the party that Mr. 
Blaine’s candidacy would most surely pro- 
mote the restoration of the party to power 
and an uncontrollable feeling that the inter- 
ests of the great organization are superior to 
the personul wishes of disinclination of any 
individual, however distinguished. The re- 
cent letter bears internal evidence of having 
been influenced by 22 repre- 
sentations to Mr. laine, through 
the press and otherwise, that the 
friends of other candidates were regarding 
the continued popular movement in his favor 
as in a sense an injustice to them, and a refiec- 
tion upon the sincerity of his former letter.

Report of the Committee on Rules—Cam- 
paign Funds Raised, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May %1.—The Prohibi- 
tion National Convention was decidedly slow 
in coming together this morning. Admission 
to the hall was not obtainable until 8:80 o'clock, 
and the immense crowd which had gathered 
before the entrance could not, in the short 
time remaining before the convention hour, 
get to their seats. It was a good-natured 
crowd, however, and the jostiing and pushing

The delegation 
of Texas, which under the call was entitled to 
twenty-six regular and nineteen alternate 
delegates, was then permitted to cast the full 
vote, the Credentials Committee giving the 
State credit for but twenty-eight. 

A special motion b ev. W. H. Boole of 
New York to limit debate on the suffrage 
plank to three hours and speeches to 
to ten minutes each, was defeated 
and the report of the . Committec 
on Finance was presented. It recommended 
the adoption of the National Committee’s 
plan already fonmulated for an assessment 
by States, with the additional provision that 
voluntary contributions be taken in the con- 
vention. The report of the committee was 
adopted. A resolution from the Iowa delega- 
tion was then presented containing a memorial 
to Rev. Mr. Haddock, ‘‘Our Martyred Prohi- 
bitionist.’’ 

RAISING FUNDS. 

The convention, under the leadership of J. 
G. Evans of Illinois, next proceeded to the 
collection of voluntary contributions, and 
then was seen one.of those enthusiastic oc- 
currences so peculiar to Prohibition conven- 
tions. Almost the instant Mr. Evans com- 
pleted his preliminary appeal a subscription 
of $1,000 was received from F. F. Sturtevant of 
Boston, followed fa second later by another 
$1,000 from R. H. McDonald of California, who 
was placed before the convention of 1884 for 
the head of the ticket. Then came James 
B. Hobbs of Illinois with $1,000 and W. J. 
Demorest of New York, who first put down 
$500 and afterward raised it to $1,000. From 
this the amounts went down to $500 and they 
came in thick and fast. The Missouri delega- 
tion, in conjunction with W. H. Crane, 

ledged $1,000, as did also a delegate from 

*ortland, Ore., and J. K. Johnson of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., like sums. The subscriptions, 
as they grew smaller in amount, increased in 
number until the total reached nearly $25,000. 

Near the close of these proceedings great en- 
thusiasm wus created by a subscription of

The same causes 
operated to prevent their entrances into 
the hall, namely, the late opening of the doors, 
and as a result, although Chairman St. John 
promptly rapped the convention to orger 
at 2 o’clock, it was nearly half an 
hour later before the great body was ready for 
business.

SHA DOWINd CLERKS. 


DETECTIVES HIRED TO ASCERTAIN THE 
HABITS-OF TRUSTED EMPLOYES. 


Every Man in a Bank From the Cashier 
Down Is Followed Once or Twice a Year 
~—How the Clerks Get Even With Ob- 
noxious Detectives—A Sharp Attempt at 
Blackmail —The System, However, Is 
Firmly Established and Works Well. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 


EW YORK, Mr 2#.— 
There are few banks in 
New York that regard 

their clerks as above 
suspicion. 

In these days, when 
old and trusted em- 
ployes are making hasty 
trips to Canada, the 

— banks think if they are 
not able to lock the stable door, the next best 
thing is to rolla big stone against it. The 
stone in this case is the detective. Most of 
the banks employ detectives to shadow their 
clerks and study their habits. It is the rule to 
keep a detective on the trail of a clerk for 
about two weeks every six months. Wherea 
clerk has been but a short time in the employ 
of a bank he is watched even more closely 
than this. An old employe, whose habits are 
known to be steady, is shadowed maybe only 
once a year. Then a clerk may be shadowed 
two nights in succession, and not again for 
some time. Besides, the clerk may come 
within range of the detective’s eye when the 
sleuth-hound is engaged in shadowing some 
other clerk. 

Soabank clerk cannot be too particular 
where he goes and with whom he associates, 
for he never knows when tho eye of the detec- 
tiveisupon him. Justa little too much con- 
viviality with one’s friends may cost him his 
job or prevent what was almost certain pro- 
motion. There is practically no chance for 
him to explain or excuse his conduct,for there 
is probably not a bank President in the city 
who will admit that he employs detectives 

TO WATCH HIS CLERKS. 

While the system is an offensive one, aside 
from the banks being justified in adopting it, 
it results in some good to the clerks. On ac 
count of it there are any number of bank 
clerks who could not be even induced to enter 
a saloon or a place of questionable reputation. 
Naturally, a person feels, to say the least, 
uncomfortable when he thinks that his steps 
are being dogged. Particularly is this so if 
he is going to callon his sweetheart, and he 
reflects that the detective will probably not be 
contented until he finds out all about the young 
lady, andin consequence imagines that his 
courtship may become common gossip about 
the bank. 

A person can get used to almost anything, 
and we get so that we don’t mind it much,’’ 
said a clerkin one of the Broadway banks 
when speaking of this system to the writer. 
When I first became a bank clerk and 
learned that I was to be occasionally 
‘shadowed’ Ishuddered atitheidea. I had 
been given to reading detective stories and I 
imagined all sorts of horrid things. What 
worried me most was to think thatso far as 
the bank officials were concerned my char- 
acter was not above suspicion. Now, I sel- 
dom give the subject a thought unless it be to 
have some fun with the detective. One night 
recently I discovered one was following me 
and I kept the fellow walking over half the 
night. 

The clerk then told a story of two of his rel - 
low-clerks’ experience with a detective a few 
nights previous. One of tne clerks was rea- 
sonably sure that he was to be followed that 
night and he arranged it witha 3 
to meet him at his house and they would start 
out together. They left the house uptewn, 
and after a short stroll discovered that 

THEY WERE BEING FOLLOWED. 
Then they took an elevated train and rode to 
Cortlandt street, and from there made fora 
ferryboat. As the boat was about to pull out 
for the Jersey shore the clerks spied the de- 
tective jumping aboard. At the Pennsylvania 
depot the clerks called for tickets to Newark 
in voice loud enough for the detective to hear. 
Then they boarded atrain bound forthe Jer- 
sey metropolis. Before they had pulled out of 
the depot they saw the ‘‘shadow’’ com- 
fortably seated in the rear of them. 
Long before Newark was reached one 
of the young financiers had moved his 
seat to where the detective was and 
had managed to engage him in conversation. 


Arriving at Newark the clerk insisted that the 
detective go and have a drink with him and 
his friends, which he did. One drink followed 
another and the detective grew more and 
more sociable. They were drinking gin fizzes 
and during an interval one of the clerks 
managed to arrange with the bartender that 
he should make the detective’s drink very 
strong and the others very light. The clerks 
pretended to be much more under the infiu- 
ence of liquor than the detective realiy was. 
One of the young men produced a time-table 
and while making an examination of it, talked 
of making a trip to Canada. The detective, 
whose imagination was already ablaze from 
drink, made known his identity, and told 
the young clerk to consider himself under 
arrest. The clerk pretended to be very 
much frightened and allowed the 
detective to induce him to go back to New 
York City. Reaching Broadway and seeing a 
policeman near by, the clerk acted as if he 
was going to avoid the detective, who, in his 
drunken way, threatened to pull a pistol. The 
clerk who was not under arrest summoned 
the policeman, Ataglance the officer saw 
the clerks were sober while the other man was 
intoxicated. 

‘*This man is evidently crazy and claims to 
be a detective,’’ said one of the clerks, ad- 
dressing the policeman. ‘‘He has been fol- 
lowing us around all nightand several times 
has attempted violence and has even threat- 
ened to shoot my companion.’’

Arriving at 
Hoboken, the clerk got off and stood at the 
edge of the wh until tne boat 
was almost ready for its return trip. 
The detective had also got off and stood at a 
respectable distance from the clerk. As the 
boat was pulling out the bank employe jum 
aboard. As the detective attempted to follow 
suit the clerk dealt him a terrible blow on the 
nose, knocking him backon the wharf. As 
the boat journeyed forthe New York side the 
clerk watched the ‘‘shadow’’ Garing for his 
badly battered nasal organ.

LETTING THE CAT OUT. 

A “confidential’’ circular sent out from 
the headquarters of the Republican 
League and signed by its President, 
Jus P. Foster, makes a strong appeal 
to protected manufacturers fora big cam- 
paign fund to fight the battle against 
tariff reform, which is denounced as 
synonymous with free trade. In this 
“confidential’’\circular Mr. Foster tells 
the inside facts about protection and its 
beneficiaries, and chides them severely for 
not contributing more liberally, and for 
expecting other people to fight their bat- 


tles for nothing and foot all the bills. The 


circular says: . 

It may not be of your personal kno ledge, 
but it is a fact nevertheless, that the manu- 
facturers of the United States who are most 
benefited by our tariff laws have been the 
least willing to contribute to the success of 
the party which gave them protection, and 
which is about to engage in a life and death 
struggle with tree trade. 

Not a word here about tariff benefits for 
wage-earners and the people at large! To 
show the benefited monopolists that they 
must come down handsomely for the Re- 
publican party or be abandoned by it to 
the tender mercies of the tariff reformers, 
this league circular quotes a Republican 
Senator as saying that he would not con- 
tribute money ‘‘to advance the interests 
‘fof men who are getting practically the 
‘*sole benefit of the tariff laws,“ if they 
expected the Republican party to main- 
tain a high protective corps for their 
benefit at no cost to them. This Senator 
is fürther quoted as threatening the 
manufacturers thus: 

I have it tom the best possible source that 
the manufacturers of Pennsylvania, who are 
more highly protected than anybody else, and 
who make large fortunes every year when 
times are prosperous, practically give noth- 
ing toward the maintenance ofthe ascendency 
of the Republican party. * * It the Mills 
tariff billcomesto the Senate there will be 
some votes cast there which will open the 
eyes of some of these people who have, while 
gathering their millions, treated the Repub- 
lican party as their humble servant. 

The tariff reformers. would do well to 
reprint this circular, and puta copy of it 
in the hands of every laboring man, every 
consumer and every voter in the country. 
It tells for whom the fight against tariff 
reduction is made, and it discloses the 
spot cash terms on which it is made.

Mr. BLAINE says, positively enough, in 
his Reid letter that he could not accept 
the nomination after the publication of 
his Florence letter without leaving in the 
minds of thousands of his friends the 
impression that he had not been free from 
indirection, and therefore he could not 
accept it at all.

The California, Oregon and Nevada delega-

They arrived this morning on the Wabash, 
having come over the Central Pacific and 
Union Pacific, by way of Council Bluffs, in 
two through Pullman cars from San Francis- 
co. The delegations have been on the road 
five days. They were assigned to the Laclede 
Hotel, where the slope delegation 
to the Templars’ Conclave and 
G. A. R. Encampment put up during 
their visits, but the Caiifornians decided to 
change their quarters to the Southern, where 
they were given a large room just north of the 
Broadway entrance. The delegation’s ban- 
ner, a beautiful white silk, trimmed in rich 
gold cording and bearing the arms of 
the State, was placed in the rotunda 
at the Southern this morning. Short- 
ly after the arrival of the delegation 
a transfer team pulled up at the Fourth street 
entrance with a wagon-load of cases labeled 
‘*‘Oalifornia delegation to St. Louis.“ An 
aroma with which the breezes through the 
grand east and west corridors were laden gave 
a hint of what good things the ceiling-high 
wall of cases contained. 

The arrival of the first delegation painfully 
directed the attention of St. Louisans to the 
miserable arrangements at the Union Depot. 
This morning the California delegation was 
detained at the depot nearly half an hour ar- 
ranging for the transfer of their baggage and 
freight of fruits and wines. Although unaware 
thattheir arrival to-day was unexpected by the 
Citizens’ Committee, the visitors took the an- 
noying delay good naturedly.

Attaching Creditors’ Rights. 


Judge Seddon to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of Wilson vs. Booth. This was a bill 
in equity to set aside certain fraudulent de- 
vices and schemes of the debtor to hinder, de- 
lay and defraud his creditors brought by cer- 
tain attachment creditors. The statute 
provides that any attachment creditor may 
maintain an action for the purpose of setting 
aside any fraudulent conveyance, assignment, 
etc., of or upon any property attach in any 
action instituted by him. The plaintiff not 
only set forth the fradulent devices affecting 
the property attached, but alleged certain 
other frauds, consisting in fraudulently in- 
ducing the plaintiff to credit and fraudulently 
abstracting the assets of the firm. A receiver 
was asked for iu order that the fraudulent 
assets so abstracted might be held. 

An attaching creditor cannot support an ac- 
tion for an accounting and the appointment of 
a receiver of a property not attached.

Novel Remedy Suggested—Sporting Mat- 
ters. 


Ever since the spring meeting of the &t. 
Louis Jockey Club began here there has been 
more or less compiaint about the manner in 
which Robert Pate, the starter ot the meeting, 
has handled the horses at the post. Yester- 
day and the day before the complaint, which 
had been noticed, particularly among the 
horsemen, assumed gigantic proportions 
and spread to the audience, and 
the thousands of men who attend the 
races and who put up money in the betting 
stands. The complaint grew and grew untti 
yesterday after the fourth race the poor start- 
ing had become the sole topic of conversation 
among the horsemen, the jockeys, the rub- 
bers-down, the bookmakers, the French mu- 
tuel men and the hundreds of men in the bet- 
ting stand. Expressions like It's funny a 
man can’t get a run for his money, That 
starting is awful, What's the use of petting 
when your horse is left at the post?“ and 
fifty others were heard on every hand. 
It was gossipped publicly about the track 
that several of the leading horse-owners had 
expressed themselves positively on the sub- 
ject and that one owner in particular had said 
that unlesss another man was given the flag 
he would take his entire stable away from the 
track and never run at St. Loulsagain. This 
gossip proved to be no idle talk, 
but the real facts in the case. A 
reporter for the PosT-DisPaATCH undertook to 


inguire fully into the matter, and with that 
end in view saw several of the most prominent 
among the horse owners atthetrack. There 

asa striking unanimity of opinion among 
them, and all seen, with the exception of Ed 
Corrigan, who positively declined to say a 
word about the matter, expressed themselves 
freely and volubly about the question. 

WM. 8. BARNES 

owner of the Melbourne stables said: Mr. 
Pate’s starting is abominable. It is the worst 
I ever saw on any race track as long as I have 
seen horses run, and I’m astonished that the 
association does not call him in and put a man 
in his place that knows his business. Why I 
could go over and get one of my stable boys 
who would give better satistaction than that. 
A man doesn’t know whether his horse is 
going to get off ten or twenty lengths behind 
the others or not. Now to tell you the truth, I 
do not believe that Pate is at all dishonest. 
I am of the belief that he is doing the best he 
can, orthat he knows how, but that’s just 
where the trouble comes in. He doesn’t 
know how. He is absolutelyincompetent. If 
something is not done, or if Pate 
doesn’t start the horses better, the effect 
will not be favorable to St. Louis. He should 
have been taken off the work long ago, and 
replaced by some one that will be able to give 
some kind of satisfaction anyhow.’’ 


J. B. HAGGIN 
expressed himself as being disgusted and 
wearied with the manner in which his horses 
had been got off inthe starts. Not alone was 
the complaint on his own horses particularly, 
but the evil was general, and in saying thata 
ood starter, or a better starter at least, should 
secured for the balance of the meeting he was 
merely echoing the sentiments of a dozen 
horsemen besides himself. On two occasions 
he had almost been practically shut out of the 
race, and the manifest injustice of the start- 
ing really deserved some remedy, and the 
remedy couid not come too soon. r. Haggin 
hoped that the association would speedily 
take notice ofthe bad starting and put ina 
competent man to do the work. 
JAMES CRAWFORD 
said: ‘‘My opinion of the starting of Mr. Pate 
cannot be expressed in words. If you want an 
idea of what the horsemen think ofit, just 
stand around the quarter stretch for ten 
minutes and keep your eyes open. The start- 
Ing has been outrageous; simply awful. 
There isn’t a man at the track who 
has got a fair start yet. His horse 
either gets away a dozen lengths 
abead of the others in the race, or ne is left at 
the post. Now, I've got something in this 
Futurity stake, which amounts to a nice lot of 
money and 1 don’t want to see the horses get 
off with halfa mile between them. If the as- 
sociation is going to keep Pate at the work I 
don’t see how weare going to get a start at all. 
I suggested to Mr. Green a method by which 
we could get a fair start in 
thisrace anyhow and have at least one race 
run on its merits atthe meeting. I suggested 
that a boy be put at the head of each starter 
and that the horses be all brought into line and 
held with their heads together. Then to have 
aline drawn across the track and have ’em 
all toe it, tap the drum, and let them 
get away together. They would go 
at a standing start and the race 
would be a fair one if it wouldn't be after the 
usual manner ofthe turf. There is a regular 
howl among the horse owners here for a new 
starter and some ot them say that unless they 
get the justice they ought to have in the starts 
they will never bring their stables to this city 
again. Itisashame that St. Louis should be 
disgraced inthis manner. The evil ought to 
be corrected.’! 
¥: B. JENNINGS 
wes found on the paddock in a very indig- 
nant condition of mind and when the sub- 
ject was mentioned to him he said: ‘‘Pate is 
the worst starter that ever lived. The way he 
has been doing things at this meeting 4 a 
——shameand an outrage to decency. I in- 
tended to take my entire stable 
away from the track to-night and I would 
only I’m in one stake and I want to stay and 
getachance if possible. I haven't had a fair 
start at this meetingandif I don’t get it in 
this stake I’m going to pack up and guit. 
That's my opinion of the starting and I don’t 
care who knows it.’’ 
JOSEPH D. LUCAS 
said: Pate isa friend ot mine and a good 
fellow and I think he’s honest and well mean- 
ing, but he’s certainly no good as a starter. 
Ihe complaint against him is overwhelming 
among the horse-owners at the meeting and 
something should be done in justice to the 
men who run their horses.’’ 
NOAH ARMSTRONG’S 
views of the starter’s ability were pro- 
nounced, though not unkindlyy. There is no 
use disguising,’’ he said, ‘‘that the starting is 
abominable, though I suppose it can hardly 
be remedied at this late day. I have no doubt 
that Mr. Pate means well, but he is simply 
unabie to get the horses away in 
a bunch, that’s all there is to 
it. Good starters are very difficult to obtain, 
and there are only two good hands at the busi- 
ness in the country—Caldwell, who was at La- 
tonia the first two days ofthe races, and who 
then left for the East, I am informed, and 
Sheridan, who has taken Caldwell’s 2 ace. 
There is little opportunity or a 
man to learn the art of start- 
ing, for one familiar with the business is 
essential to a race track and a tyro doesn’t get 
much chance. I can best explain what 1 
mean by Mr. Pate’s inability when I point to 
the peculiar influence some men exert over 
others, including the jockeys, of course. A 
word or a look from such a man will, for some 
reason we can’t explain, command instant 
respect, while the utmost exertions of another 
will fall short of producing this effect. 
Well, this is the case in the present instance. 
Pate does his best; threatens the jockeys and 
even fines them, but they don’t appear to 
mind him much, and I have even caught them 
laughing at him.’’ 
COL. GEO. HANKINS 
ofthe Chicago stables, the owner of Little 
Minch, said: 1 don’t like to discuss the 
matter. I think Pate is an honest man, but he 
is a wofully bad starter, indeed. Why, he cost 
me more money than I would like to tell when 
he was starting at Memphis. In one race I had 
$900 on Little Minch. e left him standing at 
the postin an execrable start. The fact that 
Pa been selected as starter here kept 
many horses away. Many more horses, es- 
pecially young horses, would have been here 
ut for this fact. There can be but one opin- 
ion about much of the starting he does. fe is
